Almost two years since she launched 
the dream discussed with her late hus¬ 
band Martin, Paulette Strode had really 
settled into her niche, selling hot food 
snacks and when the ceiling unexpect¬ 
edly fell in this week she wasn’t going to 
let it get her down. 

It was just coming up to the lunchtime 
rush of workers wanting their hot pies 
and baked potatoes on Monday when 
Paulette found herself suddenly drenched 
from above and had to close the shop. 

She had recently got over one minor 
hiccup when her soft drinks fridge 
stopped working and the day before the 
deluge a new one had been fitted snugly 
under the counter, to give more waiting 
area for customers. 

The flooding was caused by a broken 
tap in the washroom of the next door Bar¬ 
clays Bank, which runs above Marettes. 

An employee of the bank had tried to 
switch off the dripping tap, which came 
off in her hand, sending a pressurised jet 
of water several feet across the room. De¬ 
spite their best efforts, the staff could not 
catch all the water before it was turned 
off at the mains and enough found its 
way below to bring down several of the 
new ceiling tiles Paulette had fitted when 
she opened in May 2009. 

She said: “It was just before 12 and sud¬ 
denly it started coming through, all over 
the counter and the till, I went to move 
the tiles that were breaking up and ended 
up getting drenched. I had to go round to 
the charity shop and get some dry 
clothes.” 

As Paulette cleaned up the debris, she 
was determined to re-open as soon as 
health and safety would allow. 


“I just got my five-star 
hygiene rating the other 
day and this weekend 
sorted out the fridge, I just 
hope the water didn’t get 
into the electrics. I already 
have to get another till.” 

Initially Paulette had been 
unsure about how she 
would find the venture, 
when she was newly wid¬ 
owed, but now says she ab¬ 
solutely loves it and 
happily renewed her lease 
when it came up last year. 

She is very grateful for 
the support she enjoys in 
the town and the many reg¬ 
ular customers who enjoy a 
chat while she grills their 
bacon butties or puts the 
filling on a potato, and she 
is determined to keep 
going.

Check your royal wedding 
party plans with council first 


SOUTH Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council is urging 
anyone wanting to or¬ 
ganise a street party for 
the royal wedding to get 
in contact for friendly 
advice sooner rather 
than later, just in case 
any special permissions 
are needed. 

Generally, no licences 
or permissions from the 
council will be needed if 
the party: is for resi¬ 
dents/neighbours only, 
is not publicised, is self- 
organised by the resi¬ 
dents/neighbours and 
does not include activi¬ 
ties that need a licence 
such as selling alcohol 
or food, or has organ¬ 
ised musical perform¬ 
ances. 

However, if the event 
is larger and is open to 
anyone to attend, is pub¬ 
licised in local newspa¬ 
pers or similar then they 
may require a licence. If 
there will be live enter¬ 
tainment then a tempo¬ 
rary event notice will be 
needed. 

If the event will re¬ 
quire a road closure, 
district councils need at 


least ten weeks before 
the event to process the 
application as, legally, 
they must consult with 
other authorities in good 
time. 

This means that any 
parties requiring a road 
closure will need to be 
applied for by Friday, 
February 18th at the lat¬ 
est. 

If the road is a cul-de- 
sac or spur road that 
does not service another 
road, or is not part of the 
main thoroughfare of a 
town or village, then it 
is unlikely to need a 
road closure notice, but 
the advice is to check to 
be sure. 

For the sale of goods, 
including food, then 
Temporary Street Trad¬ 
ing Consent will be re¬ 
quired. 

Councillor Ric Pallis- 
ter, Portfolio Holder for 
Licensing at South 
Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil said: “We’re taking a 
low key approach and 
we want everyone to be 
able to enjoy the royal 
wedding. 

“Most events won’t 


require anything from 
the council but if you 
have an idea of what 
you want to hold, we are 
advising you to get in 
touch and we can talk 
you through anything 
that may be needed, and 
it is best to be safe than 
disappointed. 

“Most people will 
want to get together, 
have some homemade 
food with music on in 
the background on the 
village green or in their 
cul-de-sacs. 

“Our task is to enable 
people to enjoy this day 
and not put in barriers 
so we want to be as 
helpful as we can. 

“If required, tempo¬ 
rary event notices are 
set at £21 nationally, 
and road closures are 
charged at £51.50.

THE SHRUBBERY HOTEL in llminster is steeped 
in history. The building stands on the site of an 
original private house named Crosses dating 
back to the 17th century. In the bar is an illumi¬ 
nated scroll announcing that Queen Victoria 
stayed there on the night of December 28th 
1819, with her parents the Duke and Duchess of 
Kent, when she was just seven months old. 

And yet, for all its history, and traditional decor, the Shrubbery is a vibrant and lively hostelry that 
stands at the heart of its local community.There can be few people in llminster who have not attended 
some sort of dance, celebration or party at the hotel and many local organisations use it for their meet¬ 
ing. Coincidentally when Philip and I went to the Shrubbery for dinner they were hosting a get together 
for the retiring town clerk. 

One of the first things you notice about the Shrubbery is the welcoming atmosphere. Stuart Shep¬ 
herd and his wife Liz have owned or managed the hotel for nearly 50 years, and yet when we arrived 
he was happily ensconced behind the reception desk, welcoming his guests. It is in fact something of 
a family affair as Mr and Mrs Shepherd took over the business from his parents, their daughter was 
the manager for several yearsand their grandchildren currently work there. The staffare clearly happy 
as more than half of them have worked at the Shrubbery for over 20 years. In fact our waitress for the 
evening, Lyn, said she had been there for 22 years and she enjoyed her job because it was like being 
part of "one big family". 

Happy atmospheres aside hotels have to compete in the modern world and the Shrubbery attracts 

a mixture of commercial and leisure guests. The 
hotel has benefited from a £500k expansion and 
has 21 rooms, five conference suites and the 
largest ballroom in the area. 

The log fire in the bar was very welcoming on a 
cold evening as we enjoyed a drink while we 
chose from the Table D'Hote Menu. Head chef 
Henry Lester is another long standing member of 
the team, having worked at the hotel for over 30 
years. Mr Lester likes to use fresh ingredients to 
prepare his food and is loyal to local suppliers. 

For starters Philip chose a refreshing and tasty 
peppered smoked mackerel and crabmeat salad 
, while I went for the perfectly cooked seared king 
scallops gratinated in a cheesy chive sauce. Other 
starter options on that day's menu included 
homemade cream of leek and potato broth; 
crispy streaky bacon with sun blushed tomato 
hors d'oeuvres with Parmesan shavings or Galia 
and Cantaloupe melon cocktail with pineapple 
crush and toasted coconut. 

I have to say the dining room at the Shrubbery 
Hotel has very attractive decor in shades of green 
and cream, dominated by an ornate fireplace. Ap¬ 
parently many of the fireplace surrounds were 
carved by the original owner, one HH Shepherd

(no relation to the current directors), who rebuilt the hotel in the 1850s. 

The main course was a difficult choice as I liked the look of all the options. 
In the end I chose the mouth watering half pork tenderloin roasted in garlic 
butter with red onion compote and Philip went for the pan grilled lamb 
rump with Moroccan seasoning and mild curry cream sauce, which had all 
the eastern flavours of a tagine. 

The other choices were duo of poached plaice fillet and halibut on a bed 
of wilted creamed spinach and prawns; parma wrapped chicken breast piri 
piri or chargrilled rump steak with French fries and onion rings. I heard an¬ 
other diner remark that his steak was "melt in the mouth". 

The dessert choices included traditional apple pie; fresh fruit salad and a 
cheeseboard as well as a coffee and maple syrup cheesecake. Philip chose 
the profiteroles with a hot chocolate sauce, which seemed to disappear be¬ 
fore I could taste them and I chose a deep and tangy lemon tart which was 
tempered by a crunchy brulee type sugar topping - all served with cream 
or ice cream. 

The table d'hote menu is £23.50 per head for three courses and coffee at 
dinner time or £19 for two courses and coffee. Luncheon is £17.50 for two 
courses or £21 for three. Diners are also welcome to eat in the lounges or 
the bar with sandwiches, salads and a light bites menu that includes lambs 
liver and bacon; Chinese style chicken curry; ham egg and chips; real ale 
beef hotpot and roasted field mushrooms.

EVERY Foodie needs a Foodie hero, and for me there is 
only one choice. Well, two actually - Two Fat Ladies to 
be precise.The no nonsense, tell it like it is approach to 
the pan and the politic is captivating, and whilst one

mushrooms in butter with salt and pepper, and then 
put them to one side for later. Then get your hands on 
eight ounces of chicken livers, remove the sinews and 
slice up. Place them in a large bowl and combine with 
one pounds of ground beef, one pound of ground 
pork, one pound of ground veal (you can use chicken 
if your can't get to a good butchers) and one pound of 
sausage meat. 

It's at this stage you need to get your ringed, nail- 
painted fingers (if you going to do this in true Paterson 
style!) into the course combo and mix really very well. 
The addition of three fat garlic cloves crushed into a 
paste, 10 crushed juniper berries and a teaspoon of all¬ 
spice, along with some salt and pepper and fresh sprigs 
of thyme will add all the roundness of flavour needed. 

Next, beat two eggs for binding and mix in well with 
the meats and finally add the mushrooms. 

Now oil a roasting pan and pop all the mixture in it 
and mould into an oval shape, just like a hedgehog. 
Criss-cross the mound with streaky bacon, tucking in 
at the sides, so it ends up looking like a Union Jack, and 
tuck rosemary springs and bay leaves underneath the 
bacon. 

Cook in a preheated oven at 230 for 15 minutes, 
then lower to 180 for an hour and a half. Once cooked, 
you can eat hot or cold, with crusty bread and a good 
tomato sauce. 

This is a real treat, and I highly recommend it.Thank 
you, Jennifer.

MISTERTON Reserves, unbeaten in the league 
and sailing towards promotion at the top of 
Division Three, went into this cup final played 
under the floodlights at Bridport's St Mary's 
Ground as clear favourites.

At the other end a Craig Studley 38th 
minute free-kick found Fletcher unmarked, 
but the youngster's downward header was 
flicked up on to the angle of post and bar by 
Martin Allen who went on to make several 
crucial saves in a sparkling performance. 

Seconds later Winsham broke the deadlock. 
The Tillotson/White corner-kick routine 
clicked again and White's acrobatic near post 
header flashed high into the roof of the net to 
give Atkinson no chance. 

A minute before the interval a speculative 
lob from Studley came back off the bar and 
bounced back down, in the opinion of referee 
Rideout and flag man Luesey, on the line - the 
Missy players thought differently. 

The second-half saw Winsham weather the 
expected Missy storm; a 75th minute free-kick 
fell to Johnny Jackson who drilled a shot 
through a crowd of bodies only for Partridge 
to clear off the line for a second time. 

The equaliser eventually came eight min¬ 
utes from time when Smith weaved his way 
into the Winsham box before being felled by 
Adam Bonning. Smith calmly converted the 
resulting penalty kick and the extra-half hour 
seemed on the cards. 

But a through ball seconds later fell to the 
hard-working Tillotson who bundled the ball 
past Atkinson after the ball had been half 
cleared by a combination of three Missy de¬ 
fenders. 

There was still time for Allen to deny Smith 
with a point blank save deep into injury-time 
and Winsham held onto lift the trophy for the 
first time. 

Top performers for the winners were Tillot¬ 
son and Allen with Jackson and Fletcher, who 
looks an exciting prospect, taking the hon¬ 
ours for the runners-up.
